Nicaragua asks U.N. to disband Contras 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — Nicaragua proposed Sunday that U.N. observ- 
ers in Central America be given new powers and personnel to start disbanding 
U.S.-backed Contra rebels, a Nicaraguan source said. 

The Salvador government also rejected a truce proposed by leftist rebels 
fighting in that country. 

In return for demobilization of the Contras, the Nicaraguan government 
would consider resuming its cease-fire and “technical talks” with the leader- 
ship of the Honduras-based rebels, said a Nicaraguan source after the opening 
of a two-day summit of Central American presidents. 

The source close to the Nicaraguan delegation, who refused to be identified, 
also said Nicaragua was willing to allow the U.N. group to verify that no 
weapons are sent from Nicaragua to El Salvador’s leftist rebels. 

The U.N. observers were approved four months ago to monitor the volun- 
tary repatriation of the Contras and make sure that one country’s territory 
was not being used to launch attacks on a neighbor. 

The source, however, said the Nicaraguan government was not optimistic 
about acceptance of the proposal in view of the United States’ “bipartisan 
decision to keep the Contras alive until after the February elections in 
Nicaragua.” 


Baker urges caution in reunification 


WASHINGTON — Any effort to rush the reunification of East and West 
Germany would risk instability and violence, Secretary of State James A. 
Baker III said Sunday before leaving for urgent talks with allied leaders about 
the rapid changes sweeping the Communist East. 

“If it happens too abruptly, you run a greater risk that it might not happen 
peacefully,” Baker said. 

Speaking on the ABC-TV program “This Week with David Brinkley,” 
Baker also predicted an increasing emphasis on the political aspect of the 
NATO alliance as its military might becomes less important in the new 
atmosphere. But he said there is no danger that U.S. forces will pull out 
entirely. Political uncertainty in East Germany “tends a bit, could tend, 
toward instability,” Baker said. 

“We've made it clear all along in this process that we do not seek to take 
unilateral advantage of what’s going on there at the expense of the Soviet 
Union, and we want the process to continue to unfold in a stable way.” 


Activists protest in New York cathedral 


NEW YORK — Chanting abortion-rights and AIDS activists laid down in 
the aisles of St. Patrick’s Cathedral on Sunday, forcing Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor to cancel his sermon while police carried protesters out on stretch- 
ers. 

And more than 4,500 demonstrators marched outside, along a stretch of 
Fifth Avenue normally crowded with shoppers and sightseers, chanting 
“Teach safe sex” and “Just say no is not enough.” 

At least 95 people were arrested. 

Church officials, anticipating the well-publicized demonstration, took the 
unusual step of clearing the church after the 9 a.m. Mass, then searching the 
bags of everyone entering for the 10:15 a.m. Mass. 

The cathedral doors were locked a few minutes after Mass started, said 
archdiocese spokesman Joe Zwilling. Police were stationed all around the 
massive cathedral, including at the rail in front of the altar. 

Police said at least 87 people were arrested inside the packed cathedral 
when they jumped from their seats near the start of O’Connor’s homily and 
stretched out in the center aisle, some chaining themselves to pews. 


Born-again judge won't try Satanist case 


HUNTINGTON, W.Va. — A judge who calls himself a born-again Chris- 
tian has been excused from a case involving a Satanist because he believes he 
wouldn’t be impartial. 

Cabell County Circuit Judge Alfred Ferguson was removed from the case 
after writing a letter to state Supreme Court Chief Justice W.T. Brotherton 
Jr. saying he wouldn’t be able to preside over a fair trial. 

“Although I am not personally aquainted with the plaintiff, I do know that 
he is a worshipper of Satanism,” Ferguson wrote. “Being a born-again Chris- 
tian, I am very prejudiced as to this plaintiff.” 

The case was filed by Kenneth Edward Chance Jr., an inmate serving a life 
sentence at the West. Virginia Pentitentiary at Moundsville. Chance is suing 
the state because prison officials allegedly won’t let him practice Satanism, 


East Germans continue demonstrations 


EAST BERLIN — Tens of thousands of demonstrators on Sunday de- 
manded more democratic reform in East Germany, and a state-run union 
called for an end to a 40-year-old policy that forbids strikes. 

Gregor Gysi, East Germany’s new Communist Party chief, said he wants a 
clear separation of party and government functions, a radical concept in a 
country where the party has been all-powerful for 40 years. 

In another development, the four World War II Allies — France, Britain, 
the United States and the Soviet Union — announced they would meet 
Monday to discuss the role of Berlin in East-West affairs. 

Tens of thousands of East Germans took to the streets in demonstrations in 
Rostock, Erfurt and six other cities, the official news agency ADN said. The 
protesters were demanding democratic reforms and respect for human rights, 
the agency said. 

In the southern city of Plauen, about 15,000 demonstrators turned out for a 
pro-democracy rally called by the New Forum opposition group. 

Several hundred people in East Berlin demonstrated for human rights and 
against what they see as growing intolerance of foreigners.

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Czechoslovakia 
gets new leaders

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — A 
government controlled by non-Com- 
munists took power Sunday for the 
first time in 41 years, and tens of 
thousands of people jammed the na- 
tion’s streets to celebrate the historic 
victories of their peaceful revolution. 

President Gustav Husak, the na- 
tion’s last old-guard Communist 
leader, resigned after swearing in the 
new government, which includes two 


men who were persecuted as dissi- ‘ 


dents until just two weeks ago. 

In a key compromise, the Justice 
Ministry, which runs the nation’s 
hated secret and uniformed police, 
will be run by a leading dissident, the 
new Communist premier and a Com- 
munist Party member proposed by 
the opposition. 

The new 2l-member government 
contains 10 Communists, two of 
whom enjoy opposition support, 
seven non-party members and two 
members each from the small Social- 
ist and People’s parties, which re- 
cently broke ties with the Commu- 
nists. 

More than 100,000 people crammed 
Prague’s Wenceslas Square to hear 
opposition leader Vaclav Havel, 53, 
and other dissidents who battled jail 
and harassment for 13 years cata- 
logue the successes of their fight for 
democracy. 

The embattled Communists have 
granted stunning concessions, includ- 
ing the opening of borders, the 
promise of free elections and the elim- 
ination of their monopoly on power. 

Elsewhere in Eastern Europe Sun- 
day: 

— More than 50,000 people chant- 
ing “Democracy!” rallied in Sofia, 
Bulgaria, in the biggest demonstra- 
tion for reform since the Communists 
consolidated power there 43 years 
ago. 

— Tens of thousands of East Ger- 
mans rallied in several cities in sup- 
port of further democratic reforms. 
The new East German Communist 
Party chief said he wants a clear sepa- 
ration of party and government func- 
tions. 

— Soviet President Mikhail S. Gor- 


bachev warned Communist Party 
leaders in Moscow that their col- 
leagues’ fall from power in Eastern 
Europe proves they must quickly 
solve Soviet domestic problems or 
face similar “excesses.” 

Czechoslovakia’s Parliament meets 
Tuesday to pick Husak’s successor, 
and both Havel and Alexander 
Dubcek, 68, the popular leader of the 
crushed 1968 reform movement, have 
said they would accept the post if 
nominated. 

“We haven’t won yet,” Havel told 
the cheering crowd in a nationally 
televised speech. “But it is a great 
success, giving us great hope. This is 
a success for all of us, both our na- 
tions. 

“Without this spontaneous awak- 
ening, this success would not have 
been achieved.” 

“This peaceful revolution was ... 
against violence, dirt, mafias, privi- 
leges, persecutions,” Havel said. 
“Let us preserve its purity, peaceful- 
ness, love and merry, friendly flair.” 

“The years-long, deadly silence ofa 
humiliated people has been drowned 
out by a multi-voiced popular choir,” 
he said. 

Referring to the police crackdown 
on students Novy. 17 that energized 
the nation’s pro-democracy move- 
ment, he said: “After an artificial halt, 
history began moving with breath- 
taking speed which surprised all of us. 
One day, historians will study this 
and tell us what happened.” 

The crowd burst into applause and 
cheers as Havel listed the achieve- 
ments of the Civic Forum opposition 
movement, and its Slovak counter- 
part, Public Against Violence, which 
were formed only on Nov. 19. 

One hour earlier, Husak, the man 
responsible for the 21 years of repres- 
sion and stagnation that followed the 
Warsaw Pact invasion that crushed 
the 1968 “Prague Spring” reforms, 
swore in the new “government of na- 
tional understanding” the opposition 
had demanded. 

The 76-year-old, hard-line leader 
— who endéd up conducting the cere- 
mony on International Human Rights 
Day — then resigned as he had 
promised to do.

Rudolph 
turns 50

Rudolph the Red-Nosed Reindeer, 
the deer that saved Christmas when 
he pulled Santa’s sleigh by the light of 
his famous glowing nose, turns 50 this 
year. 

The creator, 
advertising copywriter 


Robert May, was an 
for Mont- 


gomery Ward in Chicago when he in- . 


vented the famous reindeer, origi- 
nally called Rollo, as a promotional 
gimmick in 1939. 

The store circulated millions of 
copies of the story every year until 
the paper shortage of World War II. 
Rudolph was reintroduced in 1946 by 
Montgomery Ward, but gave up the 
copyright to May, said Virginia Herz, 
Robert May’s daughter. 

May had the story commercially 
published with some success in 1947, 
and it was released in 1948 as a 9- 
minute theatrical cartoon, she said. 

“It was definitely the highlight of 
his life,” Herz said. 

In 1949 Rudolph took flight when 
songwriter Johnny Marks, put 
Rudolph’s story to music. Gene 
Autrey’s wife loved the song and per- 
suaded him to sing and record it, Herz 
said. 

The song was extremely popular in 
1949 and sold millions of copies. In 
1974, it became the basis for an ani- 
mated television special. 

The copyright is now owned by a 
company made up of May’s six chil- 
dren. May donated his original 
manuscript and the original pencil il- 
lustrations to Dartmouth College, 
and Rudolph memorabilia to the 
school’s library before his death in 
1976, Herz said. 

The exhibit has a display of a life- 
sized statue of Rudolph, the deer that 
used to stand on the May’s front lawn 
since the story began in 1939, she 
said. 

“Rudolph gave May a feeling of ac- 
complishment he hadn’t experienced 
before,” she said.

approximately 292 million viewers. 

The project’s board of directors, of 
whom Addis is a member, stated that 
the theme of each show will focus on 
the problems the hungry and home- 
less face in the United States. At the 
end of each show, a 30-second trailer 
segment hosted by a star of that show 
along with a telephone 
number that viewers may call to re- 
ceive a handbook that contains the 
names of local and national hunger 
and homeless organizations. 

The Prime Time event is historic in 
several ways, according to Addis. 
The event marks the first time the 
three major networks have agreed to 
work mutually on a single event. 
AT&T, MCI and U.S. SPRINT have 
also agreed to link phone lines to han- 
dle the estimated 3 to 5 million people 
who will call the trailer segment num- 
ber.

Festive peanut brittle

been making the peanut brittle for 
many years. 
“It’s so easy to do and it has always 
been so good,” she said. According to 
Mrs. Kay, the peanut brittle mails 
well and stays fresh for a long time. 
She usually stores it in an airtight 
container. 

Peanut Brittle 

2 cups sugar 

1 cup corn syrup 


1/2 cup water 

1/s teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoons butter 

21/2 cups raw Spanish peanuts 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

1 teaspoon soda 

Mix sugar, corn syrup, water, salt 
and butter in a large, heavy frying 
pan. Cover and slowly bring to a boil; 
when boiling remove cover. 

Put a candy thermometer into the 
mixture, and when it reaches soft ball 
stage add the peanuts. Stir fre- 
quently to prevent scorching. 

Cook to hard crack stage; mix 
should smoke and be a deep caramel 
color. 

Remove from heat and quickly stir 
in soda and vanilla. 

Pour mixture onto a flat, well but- 
tered cookie sheet. Spread as thin as 
possible. When cool, break into 
pieces.

The biggest tradition is the Christmas Eve re- 
enactment of the Nativity. Ever since I can remem- 
ber, I have been in charge of this. Possibly I was

Before the big family dinner, which usually lasts 
several hours, we raid Granny’s costume drawers. 
My grandparents, in their extensive travels to the 
Middle Hast, collected Arabic and Jewish outfits. 

We lay out costumes for each of the participants 
and try to convince everyone that they really do 
want to be what they agreed to earlier (and is now 
printed on the official program). 

However, most of the time it turns into a battle 
with all the 7-year-old cousins insisting they will 
only be wise men, forcing the older cousins to 
quickly change characters to fill the vacant shep- 
herd and angel spots. 

After dinner we move into a dressing room and 
start costuming everyone. If possible, we get my 
uncle to help tie authentic knots in the authentic 
headgear so we will not get lectures on “being more 
authentic.” The living room is set up to be a stage 
and everyone assumes his or her positions. 

In writing it sounds so neatly organized. In real 
life we begin putting on costumes and immediately 
my Dad begins asking how soon the program will 
start, how long it is and when it will be over. 

And the grand program begins. 

It goes according to plan — sort of. 

Grandpa reads the story, often forgetting to stop 
where we have written in “stop and wait for Joseph 
and Mary to enter.” So we have to run out, stop the 
reading, get the people “on stage,” sing the song 
and then go on to the next verse. The next scene is 
arranged, Grandpa takes pictures and then re- 
sumes reading the scripture. Finally the program is 
over. We have re-enacted another Nativity.

A limited edition silver coin is being 
produced to celebrate the Ernest L.

The coin will be used as a commem- 
orative item to celebrate the ELWC’s 
25 years of existence, said Maren 
Mouritsen, assistant vice president 
and dean of Student Life. The coin 
was designed by Darrin Albertson, an 
employee of the Liberty Mint in 
Provo, in cooperation with BYU, 

The coin will be a limited edition of 
200. The first coin was pressed Friday 
by Maren Mouritsen, dean of Student 
Life before the committee, which is 
sponsoring the making of the coins, 
took a tour of Liberty Mint’s facilities. 

Members of the committee who 
witnessed the pressing were Max 
Behling, manager of Cougar Cre- 
ations; Jerry Bishop, controller of 


Student Leadership . Development; 
Paul Bringhurst, assistant director of 
Student Leadership Development; 
Mouritsen; John Pendlebury, man- 
ager of the ELWC Photo Studio; 
Tamara Quick, assistant dean and 
managing director of Student Lead- 
ership Development; and Michael 
Whitaker, associate director of Stu- 
dent Leadership Development; 

The coin is struck on a 860 ton press 
and inspected twice before its packag- 
ing. Lee Hyatt, the press operator for 
the coin, is the first to inspect the coin 
after its production. “About 230 coins 
will be produced to get 200 perfect 
coins,” he said. 

How the coin is going to be mar- 
keted is undecided, but it is expected 
to sell quickly, Bringhurst said. 

Jeffrey J. Carneal, president and 
CEO of Liberty Mint, said he is happy 
to be doing the coin for BYU. The 
Mint also produced President Lee 
commemorative coin.

Christmas celebrations 


Traditions are different around the world

Christmas is a holiday that most peo- 
ple all over the world celebrate by 
bringing peace and good cheer to 
their fellow men. 

The 1,588 BYU students from 76 
foreign countries have brought with 
them the traditions of their homeland 
Christmas celebrations. 

In Kenya, people spend the Christ- 


mas holiday traveling from house to - 


house, sharing dinners with family 
and friends, said Kip Mibey, a gradu- 
ate student in international relations, 
from Eldoret, Kenya. 

“Before Christmas we kill a cow, 
but some people kill a sheep or a goat, 
and we invite our friends to our house 
to share a meal together,” Mibey said. 

“Only people with money kill a cow. 
We also have bread and butter with 
jam — this a very special food in 
Kenya,” he said. 

Most Kenyans do not exchange 
Christmas gifts. “We celebrate that 
Jesus Christ was born on that day. 
Our only gift is a pair of new clothes so 
we can look nice and be clean on that 
day,” Mibey said. 

“We are Christians in Kenya and 
when we get together, we sing Chris- 
tian songs and worship together,” he 
said. 

In New Caledonia, a French terri- 
tory between New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, people celebrate Christmas all 
day and night long, said Linda Gaya, 
20, a junior from Nuomea, New Cale- 
donia, majoring in public relations. 

“On Christmas, everybody is out- 
side most of the day and everybody is 
together,” Gaya said. 

Most New Caledonians spend 
Christmas morning on the beach be- 
cause it is summer and usually warm. 
In the afternoon people play card 
games and Petanque, Gaya said. 

There is never any snow in New 
Caledonia, so Santa Claus has a 
unique way of arriving on the island. 
“After Christmas dinner, everybody 
goes downtown and Santa Claus 
comes in a helicopter and circles 
town,” she said. 

Santa Claus and children dressed 
as angels circle the town on floats. 
“When Santa Claus leaves there are 
big fireworks and people circle town 
in their cars,” Gaya said. 

Christmas is the biggest holiday of 
the year in Poland because 95 percent 
of the population is. Catholic, said, 
Kinga’ Lipinska, 18, a studént from 
Warsaw, Poland. Everyone in Poland’ 
celebrates Christmas with Catholic 
traditions. “On Christmas people 
take holy water and drink a little and 
then spray it over the Christmas 
table,” she said. 

People buy large wafers from the 
Catholic Priests. Then on Christmas 
they break their wafer into small 
pieces and give them to their friends 
and family, Lipinska said. “If I get a 
piece of my friend’s then he makes me 
a wish and I give him a piece of mine 
and make a wish for him.” 

Christmas is the one day of the year 
that most Polish people do not eat 
meat — they eat fish instead, Lipin- | 
ska said. “Everyone buys a big, big 
fish while it is still alive and puts it in 
their bathtub to swim around until 
Christmas day.” 

Someone from the government 
dresses up like Santa Claus and par- 
ents give him presents so he can de- 
liver them to the children, she said. 

Because Mexico is right next to the 
United States, it shares many of the 
same Christmas customs, said Pedro 
Morales, 20, a freshman from Guymas 
Sonora, Mexico, majoring in business 
management. 

They have a posadas, which is a 
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special Christmas party where the 
Virgin Mary and Jesus Christ are 
honored, Morales said. “We play 
games, sing songs, dance and have a 
large dinner.” Pinata breaking is also 
a major part of a Mexican Christmas 
party, he said. 

Three King’s Night is a_post- 
Christmas holiday in Mexico, Morales 
said. “We celebrate Three King’s 
Night on January sixth in honor of the 
visit of the three kings to Jesus 
Christ.” 

Four weeks before Christmas, can- 
dle lighting ceremonies begin in Swe- 
den to usher in the holiday, said Mar- 
ion Fust, 23, a freshman from 
Karlstad, Sweden, majoring in inte- 
rior design. 

“On the darkest day of the year, 
which comes a few days before 
Christmas, we celebrate St. Lucia 
day,” Fust said 

St. Lucia is known to Swedish peo- 
ple as the light bringer. 

“When she was alive she was a very 
good person and brought food to the 
poor people and soldiers,” Fust said. 

On St. Lucia day, an unmarried girl 
in the town dresses in white and 
wears a crown of candles in her hair. 

She is followed by maids dressed in 
white with glitter in their hair and 
star boys. She travels through the 
town singing songs and giving away 
gingerbread, Fust said. 

“It is a very beautiful tradition and 
is supposed to represent the second 
coming of Jesus Christ,” she said. 

On Christmas morning, Swedes go 
for an early morning sleigh ride to 
church where people light the last 
candles of Christmas, she said. 

Although most people in Japan are 
not Christians, Christmas is still cele- 
brated by many people there, said 
Tetsuya Ehara,; a masters student in 
eultural anthropology, from Isehara, 
Japan. 

“In Japan we are very quick to 
adopt the religious or cultural prac- 
tices of foreign countries,” Ehara 
said. 

Most Japanese people are Buddhist 
or Shinto and celebrate Christmas 
mostly for the commercial purposes, 
he said. 

“It is not celebrated for religious 
reasons. The New Year is the biggest 
holiday of the year in Japan,” Ehara 
said.

“A guy who feels inade- 
quate has to take it out on somebody 
and his wife is usually closest.” 

An inspector for an El Paso, Texas, 
police force said fights on Christmas 
Eve are because of disappointments. 

“You get the wife expecting a $900 
fur coat and she gets a $10 radio, and 
there it goes. Or you find her saying 
to the husband, ‘You spent $50 on a 
no-good radio when we could have 
lived for two weeks on that.’,” he said. 

“It is a known fact in law enforce- 
ment that domestic violence occurs 
more during the holidays,” Evans 
said. “Stress boils over.” 

Evans said both husbands and 
wives need to communicate with each 
other on the amount of money they 
plan to spend on Christmas, agree to 
it and stick to it. 

“Don’t borrow money for Christ- 
mas spending,” Evans said. “On 
Christmas morning, when the kids 


get their presents and are happy, you®™ 
willsbe’ sitting there thinking} hows 


much it is costing you. Don’t spend 
beyond your means.” 

Monsignor Cassidy, a psychologist 
and family counselor, said the pile of 
the gifts underneath the tree is a 
judgment of the man who put them 
there. If he is poor and there are no 
gifts — he is condemned. Even if the 
man is rich enough, the giving of gifts 
can cause problems, he said. 

“If my mother gives me a red tie 
and a blue tie for Christmas, and I 
wear. the red tie, she will say I don’t 
like the blue tie,” Cassidy said.

When giving a gift, you end up 
showing your inner feelings towards 
that person, Cassidy said. “People in- 
terpret a cheap gift as meaning that 
you hold them cheaply. If the gift is 
too small, you are saying you don’t 
think much of them. If the gift is too 
big and you have spent too much 
money, you feel the pressure on vour- 
self.” 

Timothy Cadigan, a police officer in 
San Francisco, Calif., said Christmas 
Eve is one night of the year when 
family fights are frequent among both 
the rich and the poor. The fights 
among the rich are the worst fights. 

“Sometimes when I go into those 
houses, I look at the people and I can 
see the boredom boiling out of their 
eyes. Poor people have a better con- 
ception of life,” he said. 

Cassidy said, “In lower-class 
families, there is always a sense of 
hope on Christmas Eve that things 
will be getting better. With middle- 
and upper-class families, there is a 
sense of frustration — things didn’t 
go astwellas thewexpeeteds4 i 

Many problems are caused at 
Christmas time because the family is 
all home together, said Dr. Murray 
Persky, a psychiatrist in San Fran- 
sisco, Calif. 

“In a large city, where isolation of 
the family unit extends from the 
ghetto to the quiet streets of upper- 
class neighborhoods, every escape is 
cut off,” he said. 

“The children watch television pro- 
grams that parents have seen before: 
‘Miracle on 34th Street’ or ‘White 
Christmas,’ but there is nothing that 
interests the parents,” Persky said. 
Most stores are closed, bowling 
leagues and bridge games are sus- 
pended, he said. 

“You have to face your family,” he 
said. 

“You don’t have the right on 
Christmas Eve to go off and do the 
usual things that are defenses against 
your spouse.” 

Timothy Cadigan, a police officer in 
San Fransisco, Calif., said there is an 
immense social pressure to be happy 
during the holidays because busi- 
nesses and the media promote it. But 
some people don’t want to be happy. 

“Here’s a guy living in some pro- 
ject. He has six kids and they really 
haven't got enough for the kids,” he 
said. 

Cadigan said movies on television 
portray that it is supposed to be a 
spiritual time, a happy time “and then 
the guy says to himself, ‘Hey, I’m not

Museum to get dinosaur skull

The BYU Earth Science Museum is 
preparing to add another trophy fossil 
to its collection of dinosaur bones. 

A larger than average “Tricera- 
tops” skull is being prepared at the 
museum by paleontologist Dee Hall. 
The fossil has been in a covering of 
plaster since its excavation to keep 
the bone intact and was unearthed in 
Montana 25 years ago,. 

“This is a trophy-size Triceratops 
skull,” Hall said. 


The preparation of the fossil will 
take several months to complete be- 
fore the eight-foot-long skull is moved 
to the main floor of the museum. 

The three-horned skull suffered 
some damage to two of the horns be- 
cause plant roots have eaten away at 
them and frost has weakened the 
bone. 

Triceratops is a plant-eater that 
weighed up to 10 tons and stretched 
nearly 36 feet from mouth to tail. 
Triceratops is easily recognized by 
the three horns and frill on the head, 
which provided some protection from 


predators during the late Cretaceous 
Period, more than 80 million years 
ago. 

The frill also provided leverage for 
the muscles that worked the di- 
nosaur’s jaws. Horned dinosaurs 
were among the last existing di- 
nosaurs, which disappeared 65 million 
years ago. 

The preparation of the dinosaur can 
be seen at the museum located at 1683 
N. Canyon Road. Museum hours are 
Monday 8 a.m. to 9 p.m., Tuesday 
through Friday 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
Saturday from noon to 6 p.m.

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Professor works to preserve rain forests

One might wonder, in light of the 
current unprecedented rate of de- 
struction of the earth’s rain forests, if 
anyone can make a difference. 

Paul Cox, BYU professor of 
Botany and Range Science has been 
instrumental in leading a group of lo- 
cal businessmen, politicians, college 
students, and small children in an ef- 
fort to make a dent. 

A little over a year ago, 30,000 
acres of western Samoan rain forest 
came into peril. The government re- 
quired the citizens of a small village 
on the Island of Savai’i in the 
Falealupo Peninsula to build a mod- 
ern school to educate their children. 

Not having any means whereby to 
raise the money, the village leaders 
were forced to lease surrounding rain 
forest land to a logging company. Dis- 
traught over the destruction of this 
beautiful forest, Cox promised to pay 
the bill for the school if the rain forest 
would be saved. 

The village elders promised to pre- 
serve the forest in a pristine condition 
for 50 years if the school bill was paid. 

All Cox had to do at that point was 
to come up with the money. On a pro- 
fessor’s salary, he considered selling 
his house. 

But a group of Provo businessmen, 
college students and grade school kids 
came to the rescue. BYU students in 
groups like the Eco Response Club 
organized presentations at _ local 
schools on the importance of saving 
rain forests and what everyone could 
do to help. 

Youngsters responded, some of 
them donating as much as a dollar or 
two to the cause. 

Businessmen like Ken Murdock, 
Rex Maughan, Dan Wakefield, Jim 
Winegar and others helped to make 
up the difference. The needed amount 
of approximately $1.85 per acre for 
the 30,000 acres was raised, and the 
tropical rain forest was preserved in- 
tact. 


the lush lowland rain forest, the 
majestic mountain-cloud forests com- 
bine with the gentle and beautiful 
Samoan people to truly create heaven 
on earth.” 

It is a fragile place, though. Log- 
ging continues on many unprotected 
areas of the islands, and the denuded 
areas wash mud and silt into the riv- 
ers and coral reefs, doing irreparable 
damage. 

The life of the rain forests is also 
threatened by the loss of the flying 
fox — giant fruit bats with a wingspan 
of over three feet. These daytime 
creatures soar over the forest canopy, 
pollinating many of the trees and 
plant life as they feed on the nectar- 
filled flowers. 

They also eat vast quantities of 
fruit, scattering the seeds throughout 
the rain forest. Without the bats, 
many of the plant species cannot sur- 
vive. Many people eat the bats, and 
commercial hunting is decimating 
their numbers. 

“My colleagues and I feel like the 
scholars who witnessed the burning 
of the great library of Alexandria in 
300 A.D. We race through smoke- 
filled aisles, but are able to rescue 
only a few volumes from the shelves,” 
said Cox. 

Wakefield, Winegar and others 
who helped to save the Falealupo rain 
forest will return again to the Samoan 
Islands on Jan. 27, 1990 for an an- 
niversary expedition to wish the rain 
forest a happy birthday after one year 
of preservation, 

Wakefield and Winegar, who. 
served missions to the Islands in the 
early sixties, have been returning fre- 
quently to Samoa ever since. Anyone 
interested in joining them on the an- 
niversary expedition or wanting to 
know more about tropical rain forest

Oat bran has been shown to reduce 
the blood cholesterol level, said Linda 
Van Horn, research dietitian at 
Northwestern University, | who 
headed a major study linking oat bran 
and cholesterol reduction. 

For oat bran to be effective, a large 
amount (about 35 grams) must be 
eaten each day in concordance with a 
low-saturated fat diet, said Van 
Horn. 

In relative terms, 35 grams would 
equal 15 slices of a popular oat bran 
bread, or about four oat muffins, 
which are probably laced with fat and 
sugar essentially canceling out the oat 
bran benefit, said Diana Tonnessen in 
her article “Crazy About Oat Bran” in 
the April issue of “Health.” 

For the confused oat bran cus- 
tomer, products containing high lev- 
els of oat bran with low levels of fat 
and sugar, like oatmeal and oat bran 
cereal, are best for the heart, Ton- 
nessen said. 

Oat bran works in reducing choles- 
terol levels because it is high in solu- 
ble fiber. Yet many other foods, like 
dried kidney beans and peas, and cit- 
rus fruit, contain this type of fiber and 
are just as effective against choles- 
terol as oat bran, Tonnessen said. 

Rice and corn bran are being stud- 
ied for their cholesterol-reducing 
properties. Rice bran was found to 
reduce cholesterol levels as well as 
oat bran in a preliminary study, said 

Robin Saunder, a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture researcher who headed 
the early study. 

“Fitting from one fad to another is 
avoiding the reality that we must 
lower saturated fat intake,” said Dr. 
John LaRossa, chairman of the Amer- 
ican Heart Association nutrition com-

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Apartheid faces ‘final onslaught’

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 

Anti-apartheid leaders Sunday an- 
nounced a militant strategy of civil 
disobedience and political pressure 
and urged South African whites to 
join them for the “final onslaught on 
apartheid.” 

The plans were adopted late Satur- 
day at a closed session of the largest 
enti-apartheid conference ever held 
in South Africa. It was attended by 
4,662 black, white, Indian and mixed- 
race delegates from 2,128 organiza- 
tions. Several major black organiza- 
tions to the left and right of 
mainstream anti-apartheid groups ei- 
ther boycotted the conference or 
were not invited. 

But Murphy Morobe, one the orga- 
nizers, said the Conference for a 
Democratic Future was a “roaring 
success.” 

“Business was concluded in a spirit 
of unity unprecedented in any gather- 
ing in the past with such a disparate 
array of organizations,’ he said at a 
news conference. 

One resolution urged whites “to 
break decisively with all apartheid 
forces and side with the majority.” It 
urged them to conduct solidarity 
marches into black townships and 
proposed a campaign to create new 
municipalities by merging white cit- 
ies and their adjoining black ghettos. 

Another resolution urged an esca- 
lation of confrontational activity by 
black trade unions. It said workers 
should be prepared to occupy the Jo- 
hannesburg Stock Exchange if neces- 
sary to prevent possible privatization 
of major state enterprises such as the 
postal and transport services. 

“We call upon our people to reject 
capitalism and free market system,” a 
resolution on economics said. 

Perhaps the most important resolu- 
tion, Morobe said, was a demand for 
non-racial elections and for an assem- 
bly that would draft a constitution es- 


tablishing a one-person, one-vote sys- 
tem for South Africa. 

President F.W. de Klerk has re- 
jected the concept of such an assem- 
bly. He has offered to negotiate a new 
constitution that would extend lim- 
ited political rights to the black ma- 
jority of 28 million, but he wants black 
negotiators chosen in segregated 
elections. 

Since taking power in August, de 
Klerk has made several conciliatory 
moves aimed at promoting negotia- 
tions between blacks and the nation’s 
5 million whites, who control the gov- 
ernment and the economy. He has 
freed some prominent political pris- 
oners, prohibited segregation of 
beaches, and permitted previously 
banned opposition activities, includ- 
ing meetings like the conference. 

However, delegates adopted a res- 
olution saying de Klerk’s proposals 
were “designed to enmesh our organi- 
zations and people in schemes to 
maintain the status quo.” 

“The conference ... took the view 
that President de Klerk’s reform ini- 
tiatives are devoid of substance,” Mo- 
robe said. Other resolutions urged 
parents and students to defy school 
segregation policies, demanded land 
redistribution and urged young white 
men to refuse mandatory military 
service. Delegates also demanded ap- 
pointment of an independent commis- 
sion to investigate allegations that po- 
lice death squads have _ killed 
government opponents. Another res- 
olution demanded an end to the state 
of emergency imposed in June 1986. 
Many delegates belong to groups re- 
stricted by emergency regulations. 

Most delegates were aligned to 
some degree with the outlawed 
African National Congress guerrilla 
movement and affiliated groups in 
South Africa. 

The most notable absentees were 
Inkatha, a relatively conservative 
Zulu organization opposed to the 
ANC’s militant tactics, and so-called

Africanist groups, which oppose the 
ANC’s philosophy of non-racism. 

Although black unity remains elu- 
sive, Morobe said the conference “far 
surpassed our expectations.” 

“A firm basis was established for 
the political direction of all anti- 
apartheid forces well into the 1990s, 
the decade of the final onslaught 
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against apartheid,” he said. Observ- 
ers from 19 countries attended the 
conference and organizers said fund- 
ing was provided by the Dutch gov- 
ernment and church groups from 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden. 
They said the Canadian government 
had offered to finance regional follow- 
up meetings.
